Basil Dear, associate editor of the Calgary Her¬ 
ald. recently travelled to Vulcan by car, the occasion 
being his appearance as guest speaker at a Lions Club 
meeting. Mr. Dean took the Sunshine Trail from High 
River to Vulcan ( a route which we would like to see 
the Minister of Public Works and other provincial 
government officials also travel over, particularly at 
this time of the year). Mr. Dean’s trip over this so- 
called highway was probably the inspiration for the 
following editorial which appeared in the Calgary 
Herald of March 23 and which will be heartily endors¬ 
ed by all residents of this arear. 

WHY LET GOOD HIGHWAYS GO TO RUIN? 

The provincial government’s program of highway 
construction and improvement for 1950 is, of course, 
gratifying. Since ‘the decision to bring the Trans-Can¬ 
ada Highway through Calgary and Banff appears to 
be final (though to our mind still mistaken) the plan 
to pave a’ 13-mile section of the Calgary-Medicine Hat 
highway in the Eassano region obviously had to take 
a high priority; and completion of the hard-surfacing 
of, the southern rpute between Medicine Hat and Pin- 
cher Creek fits in well with similar projects on the 
other side of the British Columbia border. 

Whether the Edmonton-Jasper highway should 
have been hard-surfaced this year, as Mr. Prowse ar¬ 
gued in the Legislature, we are not prepared to say. 

This is largely a tourist road, and while putting a 
hard surface on it (an expensive project, by the way) 
would be a great convenience to Edmontonians, it is 
at least arguable that there are many other more ur¬ 
gent jobs. 

One which we can think rOf, and about which 
nothing appears likqly to be done this year, is the so- 
called (and ludicrously mis-named) "Sunshine Trail” 
from High River to Vulcan and Lethbridge. At the 
moment, this road is in shocking condition. By day 
it is topped with sticky, slippery mud and, until a day 
or two ago at any rate, was heavily snow-covered 
along many sections: by night it is hard and rough. 

Great quantities of money were spent last year 
rebuilding, raising and widening the “Sunshine Trail.” 

All the gravel put on it then seems to have disappear¬ 
ed into the clay fill, and the prospect for this summer, 
unless a lot more work is done on it, is that it will 
be nothing more than a good dirt road, and will need 
to be graded constantly to keep it in reasonable con- lennett-

Now this is an important road. In the first place 
it is the shortest route between Calgary and Leth¬ 
bridge, and therefore between Calgary and the border. 
More important, however, it is the main market road 
lor Vulcan and all the towns along it, and great and 
unnecessary hardship is being imposed on the citizens 
of those towns by the government’s failure to give 
them a decent highway. 

With all the other projects demanding attention, 
perhaps it is unreasonable to ask that the whole high¬ 
way be hard-surfaced, though in the long run that is 
what will have to be done. It is by no means unreas¬ 
onable to ask, however, that when the province spends 
large sums of the taxpayer’s money building a new 
highway, it should then take care to keep the high¬ 
way in proper condition and avoid the wastage which 
occurs when the road is allowed to run down immedi¬ 
ately after it has been built. 

There is no doubt that the northern section of 
the “Sunshine Trail” has been seriously neglected 
this winter ■/ it is ridiculous that such an important 
road should be obstructed by foot-deep ruts in snow 
which has been lying there for two weeks or more. 
The result of this neglect has been to destroy the sur¬ 
face of the road so that more iarge sums will be need¬ 
ed to put it in shape again. 

It is not enough to build highways and let it go 
at that. In this climate, they need constant care—as 
witness the dangerous and inexcusable state of the 
Calgarv-Okotoks highway for several weeks during 
the winter. In the long run, it is more expensive to 
allow neglect to continue, and it is surprising that 
the provincial government does rtot realize that fact. 
Inhabitants of the towns along the “Sunshine Trail” 
are entitled to a better deal. (Calgary Herald).

There are a number of tree 
fruits that can be grown success¬ 
fully, in Alberta, but in view of 
our rigorous climate, varieties 
must be selected with care. Only 
the hardy can be expected to sur¬ 
vive. Full information about var¬ 
ieties suitable for the various dis¬ 
tricts in the Province can be 
found in the Alberta Horticultur¬ 
al Guide.” 

P. D. McCalla, Supervisor of 
Horticulture, says that for success 
with tree fruits, the first essent¬ 
ial is an adequate shelterbelt to 
provide protection for the young 
trees. The land should be summer- 
fallowed during the year previous 
to planting and vigorous one- 
year-old stock should be used. 
Since most varieties of tree fruits 
for use in Alberta are budded, 
care should be taken to cover.the • 
union of the stock and scion with 
at least two inches of soil when 
planting. Many fruit trees are 
self-sterile. They will produce 
fruit only if planted with anoth¬ 
er variety to ensure pollination. 

Don’t be too ambitious when 
starting the orchard. A dozen or 
so trees will usually be sufficient 
to start with. As experience is 
gained, other trees can be added 
and the size of the orchard gradu¬ 
ally increased. Spring is the best 
time “lor planting. 

* * * 

CHEMICAL FOR WIREWORM 
CONTROL: 

Last Spring wireworm damage 
occurred in -several districts of 
Southern Alberta. Whether any 
damage will be caused this Spring 
will depend on a number of fac¬ 
tors, even though the wireworm 
population is relatively Stable. It 
has been observed by entomologis¬ 
ts that wire-worms feed only dur¬ 
ing those years in which they find 
temperature, moisture and possi¬ 
bly some other conditions in the 
soil immediately surrounding new¬ 
ly seeded grain to their liking. 

Wireworm populations are rela¬ 
tively stable because of the length 
of time spent in the larval or 
worm stage of their life cycle. At 
present it is known that the 
worms may remain as such for a 
period of time that can vary from 
three to possibly twelve years. 

The newly hatched wireworm 
must obtain food 'within about a 
month’s time or they starve. How¬ 
ever after they have obtained 
their first feed and pass a win¬ 
ter in the soil, they can live for 
at least two years without food 
except for the humus which oc¬ 
curs in the soil. It is because of 
these characteristics that the wire- 
worm is so difficult to control by 
cultural methods. 

During past years numerous 
chemicals were experimented with 
for the control of wireworms. It 
was only recently that a chemical 
was found that is both reasona¬ 
bly priced, and capable of des¬ 
troying a large percentage of the 
wireworm populatino in the soil. 
This insecticide is a compound 
known as BHC, and is the gama 
isomer of benzine hexachloride. 

Experiments have been conduct¬ 
ed with this insecticide at the En¬ 
tomological Laboratories at Sask¬ 


atoon during the last five years. 
The findings at this Institution 
were that one ounce of BHC con¬ 
sistently produced a wireworm 
mortality of about seventy-five 
per-cent. 

At the present time BHC may 
be obtained commercially in com¬ 
bination with a mercurial com¬ 
pound, making it possible to tieat 
Seed for smut and wireworms dur¬ 
ing the one operation, or It may 
be purchased alone. BHC is not 
a fungicide and will not control 
smut. 

When treating grain with BHC 
it must be remembered that the 
rate is one ounce of pure BHC 
per acre, not per bushel. There¬ 
fore, if the product you are using 
contains 50 per cent pure gama 
isomer BHC. mix two ounces wlth\ 
the quantity of seed which will be 
seeded per acre. One treatment 
should reduce wireworm numbers 
sufficiently that damage will not 
be serious for at least five years. 

If wireworms are troublesome 
in gardens, they can be reduced to 
the point where they will cause 
very little trouble, by seeding the 
garden patch to wheat that has 
been treated with BHC. 

Making the Most 
From Cockerels 

With the heavy demand for eggs 
during the past few years, many 
poultry producers have followed 
the practice of buying all pullet 
chicks for their poultry program. 
With recent developments, more 
ursexed chicks ar now being pur¬ 
chased and this brings up the pro¬ 
blem of the most profitable way 
to dispose of the cockerels. 

In the past, the practice of 
raising cockerels and 1 pullets to¬ 
gether has not been very popular. 
On the other hand, when cocker¬ 
els are confined by themselves 
there is usually a certain amount 
cf fighting which results in birds 
bping "injured or killed. A consid¬ 
erable number of cockerels, usu¬ 
ally the more cowardly birds, are 
not able to get near the feed 
troughs and become practically a 
total loss. How can we overcome 
this difficulty and make the most 
of our cockerel chicks? In the op¬ 
inion of F. J. Higginson, Acting 
Foultry Commissioner, the answer 
is ’’Caponizlng.” 

Mr. Higginson advises that con¬ 
siderable interest is now being 
shown throughout the Province 
in caponizing. The operation is 
simple and inexpensive, and it has 
many advantages. Capons are very 
docile, lazy creatures, thinking 
only of eating and putting on 
weight. Their meat is far superior 
to that of cockerels. They can al¬ 
so be raised with the pullets with¬ 
out any interference. 

Upon request, a caponizing dem-' 
onstration can bo arranged if 
there are a group of people who 
are interested in this work. A cou¬ 
ple dozen cockerels about six weeks 
of age would be required for this 
demonstration. The official in 
charge would show how it was 
done and supervise and assist those 
interested in performing the op¬ 
eration themselves. Groups inter¬ 
ested in a demonstration of this 
kind should discuss the matter 
with their District Agriculturist 
or write to the Poultry Branch 
Alberta Department of Agricult¬ 
ure, Edmonton.

Urgent need for continued ef¬ 
forts to establish a National Board 
to market Canada's surplus egg 
and poultry products was stresed 
by delegate* attending the 9eventh 
Annual MeeUng of Alberta Poultry 
Producers Limited In Calgary re¬ 
cently. Proposal involves the est¬ 
ablishment of Provincial Boards 
uorking through a National Board 
empowered under Federal Bill 82, 
as a permanent "self-help” solut¬ 
ion to deficiencies of the current 
price support scheme. 

K. V. Kapler of Strome, Presi¬ 
dent, told thirty-five delegates 
from all parts of the province that 
prospects are for a shortage of 
eggs in the coming year as exist¬ 
ing support price levels are suffic¬ 
ient to. maintain egg production 
at 1943 levels. The present sup¬ 
port program,” he said, "repre¬ 
sents a stop-gap measure, but we 
should not be lulled to the con¬ 
clusion that it is the permanent 
solution to Canada's surplus eg; 
problem.” 

According to Mr. Kapler’s re¬ 
port, the Association issued final 
payments to members exceeding 
$130,000.00 during the year and 
simultaneously redeemed Series B 
and C Reserve Share Certificates 
isued in 1942 and 43 as well as

Dried egg pow¬ 
der production exceeded 1,200,000 
pounds, while the organization's 4 
hatcheries placed one and a quart¬ 
er million chicks on Alberta farms 
during the year, he stated. 

During the two-day sessions, 
delegates heard talks by L. F. 
Dawes, Senior Poultry Products 
Inspector, Dominion Department 
of Agriculture, F. J. Higginson, 
Acting Poultry Commissioner, Pro¬ 
vincial Department of Agirculture, 
and Professor D. R. Clandinin, 
Associate Professor of Poultry 
Husbandry, University of Alberta. 
Directors Re-elected. 

L. Normandeu, Winterbum, A. 
J. Rix, Wetasklwin, and J. H. 
Rhodes, Brant, were re-elected for 
two-year terms as Directors for 
districts A, C and E respectively. 
Mr. Kapler was subsequently re¬ 
elected to his sixth term as Presi¬ 
dent, while Mr. Rhodes was re¬ 
elected Vice President. 

Resolutions passed by the dele¬ 
gates urged that action be taken 
to counteract pressure currently 
being put on the Federal Govern¬ 
ment implement legislation mak¬ 
ing the sale of ungraded poultry 
illegal in designated urban areas. 
Delegates further stressed the val¬ 
ue of iesearch being done by the 
University of Alberta Poultry 
Husbandry Department and asked 
that more Provincial funds be 
made available to promote this 
work. 

D. L. Doans attended as dele¬ 
gate from the Vulcan dltsrict. 
Other members of the local board 
are J. McRoberts, Roy Adam, An¬ 
drew Knlve and O. B. Roe. Chas. 
W. Boutland is manager of the 
local ogg grading station of the 
Alberta Poultry Producers Ltd. 

RECCOMMEND SOME 
INCREASE IN FLAX 

Agricultural authorities are rec¬ 
ommending a moderate increase 
in flax acreage on the Prairies-In 
view of the marketing prospects 
this season. It has been shown 
that domestic consumption of lin¬ 
seed is likely to be well maintain¬ 
ed and the export market for this 
commodity is expected to be mare 
favorable. , 

The Dominion Experimental 
Farm at Brandon lists four variet¬ 
ies for recommendation in Mani¬ 
toba, namely Dakota, Rocket, 
Sheyenne and Redwig. 

In Saskatchewan, Dakota, Red¬ 
wing, Rocket and Royal, are on 
the recommended list. That flax 
can give yields with proper cult¬ 
ivation is Indicated by Rod Row 
tests conducted by the Dominion 
Experimental Farm at Brandon. 
In 1949 Rocket was the highest 
yielding of the recommended var¬ 
ieties with 29.7 bushels, whereas 
Redwing and Sheyenne gave i- 
dentical yields of 21-8 bushels. The 
variety Royal which was the stan¬ 
dard sort grown for many years, 
yielded 24 bushels to the acre. 


Spring Work 
In the Garden 

It will soon be time to tidy up 
the flower garden. Any dead 
stems of perennials in the borders 
should be cut off at the base and 
dead annual plants pulled up by 
the roots. A light raking of the 
bed may be made, but go carefully 
so tha% tips of bulbs just below 
surface of the soil are not dam¬ 
aged. As the weather becomes 
warmer, a more thorough raking 
or light digging between plants 
may be done. 

In the rose garden some of the 
outer covering on the bushes 
should be moved as soon as the 
weather gets warm, and the re¬ 
mainder of the mulch at intervals 
of a few days. It is a mistake to 
uncover the bushes too early as 
the stems may be injured by dry¬ 
ing winds before the roots become 
active. Pruning the bushes can 
be delayed until the leaf buds 
show signs of growth. All damag¬ 
ed wood should be cut out and 
stems pruned to a good strong 
bud.
